The effort was at first viewed with dis- 
trust; it encountered various kinds of 
opposition; the extra economical and 
the unappreciative generally fought it; 
but Commissioner Janes kept steadily on, 
inaugurating first one branch of the work 
and then another, until to-day the work 
of the department challenges the admira- 
tion of people both within and without 
the state. No less than nine states have 
established, or are about to establish,sim- 
ilar departments,all based upon the prac- 
tical experience of Georgia. The com- 
missioner embodies in his report a num- 
ber of extracts from letters or newspapers 
to illustrate the appreciation of the work 
of the department outside of the state. 
The department is now in communica- 
tion with the most advanced farmers in 
every section of the state; it encourages 
the organization of societies and clubs; 
it systematically gathers from every coun- 
ty all valuable agricultural information, 
which is monthly placed before the peo- 
ple of the state in an_ intelligible and 
easily-digested form; its system of in- 
specting fertilizers excludes all spurious 
articles from the market of the state; it 
has promoted sheep husbandry by the 
publication of a manual on that subject; 
discussed hog-raising in a similar way; 
gathered and published interesting rail- 
road statistics touching our exports and 
imports; published and widely distrib- 
uted a hand-book setting forth the re- 
sources and advantages of the state; 
analyzed commercial fertilizers and given 
directions for composting, and conducted 
a series of soil-tests of fertilizers that 
have put practical agriculturists in the 
possession of just what they most 
desire to know. The farmers of Georgia 
no longer purchase fertilizers blindly; a 
spirit of investigation, if not emulation, 
has been engendered, and our farmers 
are at once abandoning speculative farm- 
ing and closely calculating the cost of 
producing different crops. In placing the 
agriculture, of the state upon a higher 
plane, the department may justly claim 
to have borne a conspicuous part. “It 
may be confidently asserted,” says the 
commissioner, “that the department is no 
longer an experiment, but has taken its 
position as one of the permanent institu- 
tions of the state; in which the farmers 
feel a peculiar interest, to which they 
look for information, and which they re- 
gard as a most efficient agency in the ad- 
vancement of the productive resources of 
the state.
